It seems that last February John 
was fined $250 in Federal Court for 
making whisky on his farm in St. 

He told Judge Faris 
he did not have the required sum 
and asked for a stay of execution. 
The Judge gave him 30 days of 
grace. However, John decided that 
was not enough. 

At the end of 30 days the Gov- 
ernment sent officers to John’s farm 
n the Columbia Bottom road, with 
instructions to obtain either the $250 
or John. They came back empty- 
At intervals f six 
months Govérnment officers went 
after John but learned he apparent- 
ly was on an indefinite leave of ab- 
sence.

When the prisoner was ght 
before Judge Faris the Cort asked 
him whether it would be that $250 or 
John.
